cold wave came from the Northwest, 


-whiere there is an unusual area of high 


ressure. This eastern movement pushed 
the low pressure area over New York 
out into the Atlantic. 

‘Zero weather means not only the dan- 
ger to transportation and the delay 
caused by ice gathering along shore, but 
it means that coal will arrive frozen in 
the cars and it will have to be thawed 
out, or mined, before it can be dumped 
Into barges and brought to the city. 

Albert H. Wiggin, State Fuel Admin- 
istrator, hurried back from Washington 
on Thursday night and yesterday con- 
ferred with managers of light, heat, and 
power plants to see what could be done 
to put into det 
strict conservation. 


“Will Care for the Poor. 


Concurrent with this meeting the coun- 
ty administrators met railroad coal men 
and big dealers to consider what could 
Le done toward relief and to prepare 
tor a possible greater crisis to come. It 
was decided to set apart at least 3,000 
tons daily for distribution to cellar. 
dealers for sale to the poor. A plan for 
relieving managers of apartment houses 
was also considered. Mr. Hall said there 
were forty-five such apartment houses 
in the Bronx, and that he had put them 
on an emergency list. The decision to 
supply the cellar trade followed a pro- 
tent of their organization that not only 
had many small dealers been compelled 
to close their cellars, but they had been 
forced. to pay exorbitant prices to 
brokers 


We are going to see that the small 
dealers get coal. said Harry T. Peters, 
Chairman of the Coal Conservation Com- 
mittee. “‘ This will mean that coal will 
continue to flow to homes where it is so 
urgently. needed. This does not mean, 
however, that every one will have all the 
jecal that is wanted. The city will feel 
the stringency during the coming week.’’

- Shortage: in ordnance in 
both camps, the witnesses declared, re- 
tarded the training of the men, - and 
there was no prospect of getting the 
equipment until the men went abroad. 

Before the sickness developed, these 
officials—or those whom they had left 
in command while they were abroad— 
notified the War Department of condi- 
tions and pointed out that sickness was 
sure to follow the lack of clothing and 
blankets and the tat. of too many 
men in tents. 

While the sickness was at its height 
at Fort Sill, the mortality rate was 
twenty men a day, put the disease has 
been conquered and mortality does not 
average one a day. Both camps are now 
fully supplied with Winter clothing and 
blankets and great improvement in the 
health of the soldiers has been noted. 
While there 4s sufficient. clothing on 


hand the sho e in ordnance is Still 
great, and camp is not a 
Ungle Fun, and rifh are de- 
sidedly lacking. 


General Greble testified. that he had 
written four letters to the War Depart- 
men officials on Sept. 11 and informed 
them that sickness would certainly de- 
velop unless clothing was obtained and 
better sanitary conditions established. 
He wrote to General Sharpe that the 
camp Quartermaster had requested a 
flagpole and flag and that the reply of 
the Southern Department was that none 
could be had. General Greble said that 
a flagpole was finally donated by a 
local electric light company, and that a 
storm flag had been floated trom this 
pole. The storm flag measured about 
2 by 4 feet, Later the War Department 
furnished a flag. 


Sickness at Camp Doniphan. 

General Wright, in command at Camp 
Doniphan, Fort Sill, Okla., who, with 
General Greble, had told in executive 
session of conditions on the battle front, 
testified in open session in the after- 
noon. He related conditions at his camp, 
where the National Guard troops of 
Missouri and Kansas are quartered, as 
well as 2,500 draft men from Camp 
Funston and Fort Riley. This camp has 
had a great amount of sickness, and has 
suffered from lack of clothing and other 
equipment. There are 24,300 men and 
950-odd officers. While the epidemic was 
in progress, General Wright was abroad, 
having returned about Dec. 8. 

Discussing lack of equipment, Genera] 
Wright said: 

The command is short of rifles, all 
its guns but four batteries of three-inch 
guns; all its trench mortars, all its 
stokes mortars but six.“ General Wright 
said. “It is short of bayonets, bayonet 
scabbards, packs and pack carriers, and 
entrenching tools.’’

guns, (calibre .30,) 56 batteries, 336 sets

It would 
be easy from a purety military stand- 
point to make separate peace with Rus- 
sia now, and separate peace would give 
certain very real advantages, but at the 
same time it would involve serious diffi- 
culties and dangers. 

First, there is the obvious fact that 
Russia is now a very elusive quantity 
with whom it is almost impossible to 
conclude binding treaties. The Bol- 
sheviki with: whom the Central Pow- 
ers are now dealing, can only in a very 
umited sense be regarded as the | 
Russian Government, and certainly do 
not represent Russia as a whole. | 
— Ot mis fact the Brest-Litovsk confer- 
ence gave octilar evidence. The Ukrai- 
nian delegation reached Rrest-Litévsk 
during the negotiations indépendently of 
the Bolsheviki. The Bolshevist dele- 
gates asked them if they recognized the 
authority of the People’s Commissaries. 
When the Ukrainians refused recogni- 
tion, the Bolsheviki boycotted them, but 
the Austrians and Germans ge them 
marked attention. 

Secondly, in the event of a separate 
peace, Germany, with her energies ab- 
sorbed in fierce struggles on other 
fronts, would be unable to reap full ad- 
vantage from her exclusive position in 
Russia, especially in view of the anar- 
chy prevailing here. 

Thirdly, a separate peace involving 
the reopening of the frontiers might 
easily expose to Russian révolutionary 
infection the exhausted peoples of the 
Central Empires and first destroy their 
morale, so necessary for a continuance 
of the struggie in the west. 

This is the probable explanation of the 
self-restraint displayed by the Germans 
and Austrians, They still hold separate 
peace with Russia in reserve as a men- 
ace to be employed against Russia's 
allies. Russia is now a pawn in a very 
big diplomatic game. The prospect of 
exclusive German domination in Russia

REFUSED TO GIVE UP KEYS 


State Department Informed—Lenine 
Government Said to be in Des- 
perate Financial Straits. | 


PETROGRAD, Dec. 97.—Soldiers, act- 
ing under the orders of Finance Com- 
missioner Menshinsky. today surrounded 
and seized all private banks in Fetro- 
grad, including the branch ‘of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York. The man- 
ager, R. R. Stevens, was arrested and 


| detained for a short time. 


At the time for the opening of. the 
banks detachments of the Red Guard 
gathered in the streets and barred the 
entrances. Later the banks were en- 
tered, under the leadership of M. Men- 
shinsky. Orders were given that work 
cease and that the banks surrender 
their papers and the keys to their vaults. 
In most instances no resistance was of- 
fered. Mr. Stevens declared his bank 
had no vaults, but only small safes. 
He refused to give up the keys. After 
his arrest he was permitted to return 
to the bank. which was placed under 
guard. J. B. Wright, counselor of 
the American Embassy, called upon him 
during the afternoon. The Directors of 
many other banks were arrested. They 
were accused of sabotage.. 

In explaining the seizure ot the banks. 
M. Menshinsky said: 

Wae let it be known lone: ago that 
private banks should send reports week- 
ly to the State Bank. This was done, 
but the reports were incorrect. It was 
then decided to occupy the banks, revise 


their activity, and then see that they 
resumed business. The keys are in the 
hands of Commissioner Obolensky of the 
State Bank, as are the books and aocu- 
ments which have deen seized.“ 

It is reported that a special covamite 
tee will -investigate the closed nks, 
spending a week in the process, and that 
the institutions will not be permitted to 


resume business in the meantime. The 
city is facing a serious financial short-

Russia at present presents a com- 
pletely chaotic condition, permeated by 
the most clever German propaganda in 
every way and everywhere among all 
classes of the people. Nevertheless, I 
believe the better Judgment of the mass 
of the people will be asserted, and Ger- 
many will not succeed in forcing a sep- 
arate peace. Such a peace cannot be 
concluded if the Allies promptly give 
their help and suggestions.

WAR 8 AGAINST MISRULE 


it May Be Long, Secretary Adds, 
but It Would Be Irreligious 
to Doubt its Outcome. 


Speaking within forty-eight hours 
after the receipt in this country of the 
Kaiser's latest peace terms, Secretary 
of War Baker declared last night that 
the war would not end until all danger 
of a “ triumphant barbarism " had been 
removed, until civilization had defeated 
savagery. In an address at the annual 
dinner of the Phi Gamma Delta fra- 
ternity, of which he is a member, at 
the Hotel Astor last night, the Secre- 
tary of War delivered in measured 
terms and scathing language an indict- 
ment of the German Government and its 
rule, or misrule,“ of the German peo- 
ple. 

He told his fraternity mates that the 
high ideals they learned ir. their college 
days were like those which actuate 
America now, and of which Germany 
knows not. He said tnat the response 
of the college fraternity men of the na- 
tion to their country's call was an carn- 
est of the high teachings of their col- 
legiate: brotherhoods. After his ar- 
raignment of the principles of the Ger- 
man Government, and his vivid word 
picture of what the. success of the 
Kaiser’s arms would mean to the world, 
the Secretary of War brought prolonged 
cheers when he said: 

I have no deubt of the of 
this war; it would be irreligious to 
doubt.

FRENCH FRONT, Dec. 5, babe 
Press.) —One million casualties have 
been suffered by the German armies 
along the front occupied by the French 
troops during 1917, according to sta- 
tistics carefully compiled here. French 
territory amounting to many hundreds 
of square miles has deen freed from 
German domination by the year’s fight- 
ing; and the German Crown Prince 
Frederick has been compelled to suffer 
the mortification of leaving between 60, - 
000 and 70,000 prisoners from among his 
best troops in French hands. His can- 
non to the number of 1,400 have been 
captured, and, in addition, thousands of 
machine guns and hundreds of trench 
mortars. 

Although the defeated Germans did 
their utmost before withdrawing to turn 
the fertile fields and picturesque vil- 
of the Somme and Aisne regions 
into a desert waste, these acts of van- 
dalism did them more harm than it did. 
the French, whose soldiers were stirred 
thereby to an even stronger determina- 
tion than before to beat back the Ger- 


man invader. 
Aviation pla ed a leadi part in all 
operations in the course of the year. No 


matter what weather prevailed. the air- 
men were out observing, reconnoitring, 
fighting off German airmen scoompany- 
ing the attacking invader, bombarding 
the communications and depots of the 
enemy or making reprisal raids on Ger- 
man towns.

Let 
not the great war drive us back, either 
in labor or in sport, to the unregulated 
license of forty years ago. 

We can also, at this time, take a les- 
Bon from the war cam both in Amer- 
ica and in Europe. hey have had to 
Cevise at short notice an effective sys- 
tem for the education of millions of 
young men. They have found outdoor 
games essential to the morale of the 
troops. "We who. stay at home may say 
it is not in good taste for our colleges 
to play big games in wartime, and con- 
cerning tastes there is no dispute. Cer-. 
tainly a student could not play a game 
—4 after some great personal sorrow, 

ut it is to be noticed that the soldiers 
at the front do not share our feeling 
about good taste. If our students are 
encouraged merely to sit in their rooms 
and mope, to lament for absent friends 
and question their own motive and their 
‘town fate, the spirit of the American 
college is weakened, and its service to 
the nation impeded.
